THE KEEPING OF BEES.

The Board of Trustees of the
City of Torrance do ordain as fol.
lows:

SECTION 1.

It shall be unlawful for any
berson to house, keep, or maintain
any bees within the City of Tor-
rance in any closely built up dis-
trict in the City of Torrance.

SECTION II,

The closely built up district is
hereby defined for the purpose of
this Ordinance to be any block
which is built up with houses an
average distance apart of*@Qne Hun-
dred (100) feet or less.

SECTION 1II. *
